SUBJECT: Letter to Department of State on Reciprocity Radio Stations 


Reference our conversation today over the wording of a letter from 
the DCI to the Secretary of State, I suggest a revision of the paragraphs 
we discussed substantially as follows: 


" In large measure I believe that the existing inadequacies in the 
structure could be corrected if it were possible to offer selected foreign 
governments the reciprocal benefit of operating a radio station for the 
handling of diplomatic correspondence. Therefore, it will be appreciated 
if the Department will explore the possibility of negotiating bi-lateral 
agreements which would strengthen the diplomatic communications services,
